TENNESEE REPORT 
By Eddie Gilbert 


EOPLE FROM ALL over the 

state packed the Fairgrounds 
Arena in Nashville to see a fine card. 
Topping the show was a wild six-man 
tag team bout. 1 

In that match Otto Von Heller, Karl 
Von Steiger, and manager Sam Bass 
teamed to wrestlé&Tommy Rich, Tojo 
Yamamoto, and “Crazy” Luke 
Graham. In addition, the bout carried 
a no time limit, no disqualification 
rule. 

Von Steiger, Von Heller, and Bass 
worked over Tommy Rich for nearly 
the first 10 minutes of the bout. Final- 
ly, Tommy was able to tag Tojo.

Attacked before 
the bell sounded. Brisco was close to 
being knocked unconscious. Only his 
great conditioning saved him from 
being knocked and kicked senseless 
immediately. 

When the match officially got 
underway, Abdullah showed why so 
many wrestlers despise him. Brisco 
could barely defend himself against the 
fusillade of illegal tactics. Finally, 
Jack’s temper exploded. 

He was on Abdullah like a wolf 
attacking a horse. His powerful fingers 
clawed at the scarred flesh of 
Abdullah’s scalp. His grunts of anger 
accompanied the roughest tactics ever 
used by Jack. His wanted to see his foe 
crawl in agony. 

However, Abdullah is best when his 
enemy tries to battle illegally. No man 
knows better how to turn an oppo- 
nent’s anger against himself. Before 
Brisco knew what was happening, he 
was lying outside the ropes and being 
choked. 

The referee tried to make the raging, 
. bleeding Abdullah release the 
champion, but to no avail. Jack’s 
gurgling told the official he was in 
serious trouble, Ina matter of minutes, 
Jack Brisco could be dead.

Dr. Wilson, as vou might re- 
call, authored the award-winning 
study of John Tolos a few years ago, 
after Tolos blinded Freddie Blassie. 
In articles written exclusively for 
THE WRESTLER and INSIDE 
WRESTLING, Dr. Wilson has 
analyzed some of the most contro- 
versial stars of the sport, including 
George Steele and Freddie Blassie. In 
this report Dr. Wilson draws some 
remarkable conclusions about one of 


the sport's most puzzling individuals 
—BULLDOG BROWER! 


Perhaps no man in wrestling is as despised and feared as the 
unpredictable Dick “Bulldog” Brower. Renowned psycholo- 
gist Dr. Manfred E. Wilson attempts to analyze the reasons 
behind Brower’s twisted brutality

HE INABILITY TO engage in 
interpersonal relations is com- 

mon among those whose profes- 
sion casts them in the limelight. So 
absorbed are they in their relation- 
ships to crowds and careers, they 
drive away those who wish to be 
close to them as human beings 
rather than public figures, Bulldog 
Brower is an example of this syn- 
drome in its most extreme form. 

Early in a public personality’s 
career, he finds the roar of the 
crowd becoming like a drug to him. 
No single human being can equal 
the crowd's excitement. Many 
public personalities, expecially 
athletes, find themselves in a daze 
during the first experience with 
mass adulation. However, the 
period of adjustment is usually 
short and most learn to cope with 
this psychological problem. 

Wrestlers, however, have an es- 
pecially difficult task in this regard. 
Their sport tends to isolate them. 
They are on their own, dependent 
only’ upon themselves. This dis- 
courages interpersonal relation- 
ships. Wrestlers learn to function 
best when alone. It takes a great 
deal of work for them to develop the 
facility of winning friends. It takes a 
special person to befriend them and 
understand their problems. 

lf the wrestler has unhappy inter- 
personal relationships, he may find 
the worry he experiences about 
them interfering with his profes- 
sional life. So one part of his life, the 
one he is insecure about in the first 
place, threatens the one thing he 
enjoys and is confident in pursuing. 
He then discourages people when 
they try to get close to him and in- 
stead concentrates on his career. 

This has obviously happened to 
Brower. Emotionally crippled in a 
few early, major experiences, he’s 
gone out of his way to keep people 
at a distance. This accounts for his 
rampages, his insults, and the con- 
tortions he employs to distort the 
features of his face. 

These grotesque faces he contin- 
ually makes are the surest sign of

imbalance. The face 
regularly becomes the focal point 
for all neuroses and psychoses. The 
face is the most visible portion of the 
body. One can express all the 
emotions on it. Many have called 
the face the window of the soul. 
When Brower distorts this win- 
dow, he drives people away. It’s a 
common symptom, though 
dangerously aggravated in 
Bulldog’s case. Notice how many of 


his expressions, the eyes roll back 
and grow glassy. By not looking at 
those near him, he is psychologi- 
cally negating their presence. Itis a 
common ploy among those who 
wish to drive others away. Italsore- 
flects a very dangerous menta 
attitude. 

What is most terrifying about 
Brower from a psychologist’s point 
of view is his consistency. No matter 
how many people you talk with who

have been around Brower, none can 
recall an instance in which he has 
allowed them to form any personal 
contact with him. No matter what 
professional relations they have 
between them. Brower constantly 
drives them away if they suggest 
any avenues of friendship. Many 
can recall being attacked by simply 
asking if he’d like to join them for 
lunch! : 

Due to this, Brower has been 
unable to find a permanent tagteam 
partner. Even a professional 
relationship of any depth frightens 
him. He drives off any who'd even 
try to become his, partner. 

The inability to trust anyone 
forces Brower into undefensible 
positions. His paranoia about what 
other people are plotting to do 
against him is quite aggravated. 
This is why he lashes out at every- 
one, convinced all are conspiring to 
attack. He must get them before 
they get him! 

This leads to what psychologists 
call tranference. Unable to confront 
the real problem, the subject 
releases his pent-up rage against 


‘those whom -he feels capable to 


conquering. In other words, he 
takes his disappointment over 
personal relationships and turns 
the anger toward his professional 


foe—an area in which he feels 
capable of success. 

This accounts for his maniacal 
savagery in matches. All his outrage 
against the world is centered on his 
opponent. He doesn’t care about 
wrestling or the sport. All he desires 
is vindication. And to achieve any 
kind ,of relief from the emotional 
stresses He endures, he must 
become champion. 

As champion, 


he will have 


conquered in the one portion of his - 


life in which he feels capable. He 
can then rationalize why he has 
failed in other areas of human exis- 
tence, believing his success 
demanded sacrifices in other areas. 
However, it would be psychologi- 
cally disastrous if he ever won a 
world championship. As long as 
he’s striving for the title, he can

HROUGH THE MASK, his eyes 
appeared glassy and distant. The 
match which he had just completed 
was being replayed again in his mind.

He was better 
than I’ve ever seen him before+~and 
despite his often repulsive tactics, 
Koloff is an excellent athlete. 

“However, I was executing at will, 
doing what I do best often. There are 
times when you're wrestling when it 
seems everything is slowed down to 
make it easier for you. Y ou just seem to 
fall into a rhythm which makes it 
impossible for you to do wrong. It’s 
difficult to explain, but every athlete in 
any sport knows what I mean. 

“] felt this way tonight. I was making 
all the right decisions, countering with 
just the right maneuver. And when | 
won the first fall, I thought I was 
unbeatable this night.” 

The first fall showed Mascaras at his 
best, which most experts agree is 
wrestling at-its best. His world famous 
flying tactics were never more graceful 
nor more effective. And his acrobatics 
were obviously confounding the 
Russian challenger. 

Again and again, Mascaras trapped 
Koloff with excellent maneuvers.

match in only two falls,” Mil admitted 
without probbing. “It was the first 
I.W.A. card in the New York area and 
I wanted it to be a glorious occasion 
for me. When the fans filled the 
stadium, welcoming us so 
wonderfully, I wanted to repay them 
with the one victory which has escaped 
me. I wanted them to participate in the 
celebration, so to speak. 

“Pll admit I tried my hardest to 
defeat Koloff in the next fall. Maybe I 
tried too hard, was over-anxious 
where I should have been cautious. 
There were four or five bad mistakes I 
made during the second fall. They 
might not have been obvious, and 
Koloff failed to take advantage of 
them, but they were there. It was 
unforgivable in a_ professional. I 
should know better than to get excited 
or sloppy.” 

Mil was the only one who would 
accuse himself of being sloppy. He was 
as great as in the first fall.

VERY SO OFTEN a wrestler 
must throw caution to the wind 
and take a reckless gamble. It’s the 
moment when spirit replaces 
wisdom, when luck is taken -for 
granted. It’s part of an athlete’s 
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maturation process. Most survive it. 

Al Madrill had been biding his 
time recently in the twilight zone 
between rookie and veteran. Too 
seasoned to be considered a 
youngster yet not having paid 


enough dues to wear the label of 
veteran, Al finds his opponents are 
in the same position as himself. At 
times, he manages to get a match 
against one of the top rated men. 
But there are instances when Al’s 
ambition prods him. to take more 
chances, wrestle the best to the 
finish. 

Usually, Al chooses his 
opponents with professional 
objectivity. They are challenging 
without, being overpowering. And 
they are usually more adept at 
wrestling than illegal mayhem. But 
every so often, like every ambitious 
athlete, he wishes to test how much 
he’s improved against the top 
competition. Often, that means 
against men whose skills include 
hiding illegal’ tactics from the 


_ referee. 


It was this ambition which led him 
to accept his first match against 
John Tolos.. The Golden Greek 
migrated to Texas recently and 
wished to infuriate the Lone Star 
State fans as he’s done all over the 
world. One of his most common 
methods is to batter a fan favorite 
senseless. In recent months, 
Madrill has won enough honors to 
qualify as Tolos’ perfect victim. 

“You Texas geeks,’ Tolos 
screamed, “are ignorant! I’m going 
to show you what real wrestlers can 
do. You say this Madrill clown is 
championship material.

Forced by a strange turn of 
events to wrestle his friend 
and partner Robert Fuller, 
Bob Armstrong hits him with 
a perfect flying dropkick. 


ONEY HAS BEEN known to 

destroy or create .friend- 
ships with equal speed. Nothing 
really matters as long as a profit is 
shown at the end of the transaction. 
Some cynics even claim such greed 
makes the world go round. If that’s 
so, then Bob Armstrong made the 
world stop spinning for a_ brief 


- moment. 


Armstrong was one of the 35 men 
who entered the two-ring Atlanta 
battle royal. This promised to be a 
fascinating contest due to its 
complex regulations and unique 
conclusion. 

All 35 men squeezed into a single 
ring. From there, they had to throw 
the opponents into the second ring. 
Those in the second ring had to hurl 
their opponents to the concrete.

team partner gave many wrestlers a 
chill down their spines.

However, if Don gained the victory— 
and chances were quite good he 
might—then the veteran would be 
reduced to a laughingstock. Many 
would risk their contender status 
against gaining nothing. 

“I can understand it,” Don says, “be- 


, Cause we’re talking about men’s liveli- 


hoods. Some would be risking big 
paydays to meet me. They'd be risking 
a lot of money which their families 
could use, especially with the way the 
economy is nowadays. For many, 
pride has to take second consideration 
to their families. 

“That’s what’s so aggravating. There 
is no one to get angry at, no one to 
blame. I started rising too quickly for 
my own good, I guess. I passed all the 
competition before my reputation 
could grow sufficiently. I was a 
contender before anyone realized it. 
And before it could do me any good!” 

So Don found himself out in the 
cold. It was a situation no one liked but 
everyone was powerless to prevent. 

“What kept me going during this 
time,” Don recalls, “is that I realized it 
was only a temporary thing. Actually, 
it was a relief to know I was good in the 
profession I love—too good, in fact. 
When you're just starting out, you 
need assurances you’ve got what it 
takes. I had too much assurance! 

“I was a lot luckier than most. 
Instead of being insecure, I simply had 
to solve a problem. Let me tell you, it’s 
a lot easier solving a ‘how’ problem 
than an ‘if problem. I had some of the 
best wrestlers in the world proving to 
me every day I was good. 

“I realized I had to manage my 
career more intelligently. Use my head 
outside the arena as well as inside. It 
forced me to make a very difficult 
decision, one which I really didn’t want 
to make. Butinthe end, I realized I had 
no choice.” 

Don’s decision was to leave the area 
he loves and travel to the other side of 
the continent. In Los Angeles he hoped 
to judiciously choose opponents, build 
a career in which a man might gain 
something as well as lose by meeting 
Don. 

Don’s repuation for being too good 
to be “just an opponent” has followed 
him across the continent. Wrestlers are 
still shy about meeting him, although 
this has begun to be less of a problem. 
Still, many people are saying Don is 
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' His body glistening with sweat, Don slams his shoulder into the 
side of Doyle, snapping Mickey’s legs out from under him and 
forcing him to the ground. It’s the maneuver of an agile veteran.

Every 
so often, I tell myself that I can’t be 
that dangerous. The others have got to 
be overestimating me. A guy could get 
on a very destructive ego trip from all 
this praise everyone’s giving me. 

“T’ve just got to keep training, got to 
keep in fine shape. I’ve also got-to 


make every match count. I can’t afford 
mistakes. This is probably the most 
important part of my career.” 

It’s the fans who have helped Don 
the most through this troubling period 
of his career. 

“Whenever I hear their cheers,” Don 
claims; “or read their fan letter, I 
realize that there are a lot of people 
with me, on my side. I know we all 
can’t be wrong. I know my time in the 
sun is just ahead.” 

Don Muraco’s time is coming soon. 
After all, sooner or later he'll be getting 
the recognition he deserves. And no 
wrestler will risk being considered 
afraid of Don, now that his problem is 
out in the open. [oly
